Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1968  and  which,  as  in 
previous  reports,  includes  sections  kindly  supplied  by  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Housing  Officer. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General,  the  estimated 
mid-year  population  of  the  District  increased  from  22,420  in  1967 
to  23,  200  in  19680  The  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  also 
increased  from  8,435  in  1967  to  8,754  in  1968 c 

During  the  year,  286  infants  were  born  in  the  District, 
which  represents  a standardised  live  birth  rate  of  17.8,  which 
is  slightly  higher  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole,  16.9. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  fell  from  26  in  1967  to  25  in 

1968. 


Thirty-five  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  died, 
which  represents  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  10.0,  much  below  the 
rate  for  England  and  'Wales  of  18.0. 

The  standardised  death  rate  of  8.7  was  also  much  below 
that  for  England  and  Wales,  11.9  and  the  expectation  of  life  of 
70.7  years  for  males  and  76.5  years  for  females,  was  above  that  for 
•the  country  as  a whole,  which  was  66.0  for  males  and  72.0  for  females. 

Of  the  377  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  328 
were  measles,  only  one  was  of  sufficient  severity  to  necessitate 
admission  to  hospital.

Three  ambulances  are  maintained  at  the  Ambulance  Station, 
Bastin  Hall,  Elm  Grove,  Exmouth.

In  the  district  served,  the  ambulances  have  carried  3,247 
patients  and  hove  attended  48  street  accidents  and  30  home 
accidents.  The  total  mileage  covered  during  the  year  was  44,497 
miles.

Welfare  foods  are  supplied  at  the  Exmouth  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons  of  each  week  and  at  ths 
Church  Hall,  Littleham,  every  Monday  afternoon;  also  at  the 
V7.R.V.S.  Headquarters,  2 Bicton  Street,  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  afternoons  from  2 - 4.30  p.m. 

Maternity 

The  area  is  served  by  three  District  Nurses,  two  Midwives 
and  two  Pupil  Midwives.  They  are  at  present  based  at  11  Albion 
Hill,  Exmouth.  Each  is  in  posession  of  a motor  car.  All  are 
fully  trained  in  analgesics  and  use  of  resuscitation  apparatus. 

Care  of  PreniataAre__Infants 

iThen  necessary  arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  admission 
of  a premature  baby  and  its  mother  to  the  nearest  Maternity 
Unit  at  the  Exeter  City  Hospital,  where  there  are  31  cots  for 
premature  babies. 


Dental  Care  of  Mothers 


A well  equipped  dental  surgery  is  provided  at  the  Devon 
County  Council  Clinic  at  Withycom.be  Village  Road,  Exmouth,  at 
which  dental  treatment  can  be  given  to  mothers  and  young  children, 
every  Friday  and  by  appointment. 
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The  following  paragraphs  have  kindly  been  supplied  by 
the  Housing  and  Welfare  Officer,  Mr.  E , Ashton. 


TWENTY  YEARS  OF  POST  WAR  HOUSING- . 


1968  marks  twenty  years  of  post-war  housing  development. 

During  this  period  the  number  of  Council  properties  has  increased 
from  the  original  237  built  in  pre-war  years  to  the  present  figure 
of  1394. 

In  the  early  post-war  years  there  was  a five  year  waiting 
period  for  houses  and  even  then  only  large  families  could  be 
considered,  in  fact  some  of  the  first  houses  built  after  the 
war  were  occupied  by  two  families. 

Today  families  of  three  or  more  can  expect  to  be  offered 
a house  within  eighteen  months  provided  they  have  a housing  need. 

In  spite  of  the  fine  record  for  house  building  for  the 
elderly  there  is  still  an  average  three  year  waiting  period  before 
even  the  inadequately  housed  can  be  considered  and  this  at  a time 
of  life  when  most  can  least  afford  to  wait. 

The  Council  now  own  275  dwellings  specially  designed  for 
the  elderly  but  even  this  is  insufficient  because  of  the  increasing 
number  of  applicants.  This  is  a problem  to  which  there  is  no 
easy  answer.  Apart  from  finance  the  other  factor  is  the  shortage 
of  building  sites  on  which  thirty  to  forty  dwellings  could  be 
erected,  (this  is  the  maximum  number  of  homes  for  old  people  which 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  consider  should  be  provided  on  one  site). 

The  number  of  aged  people  as  a percentage  of  the  total 
population  will  continue  to  rise  and  with  increasing  average  age 
they  must  be  provided  with  more  support  by  way  of  specially 
planned  accommodation  and  strengthened  social  services  if  they 
are  to  continue  to  live  alone.  The  alternative  is  to  provide 
an  increasing  number  of  special  homes  at  very  high  cost  per  person 
and  even  if  this  was  possible  staffing  has  become  an  insurmountable 
problem. 

In  recent  years  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  an  increasing 
amount  of  social  work  for  the  benefit  of  tenants  of  all  ages.  For 
the  aged  this  is  very  comprehensive  and  full  mention  of  it  has  been 
made  in  previous  reports  but  little  has  been  said  of  what  has 
been  done  for  younger  tenants. 

The  social  work  has  been  provided  in  spite  of  other  increasing 
responsibilities  not  only  because  there  was  need  for  it,  but  because 
it  makes  for  easier  management  and  better  relationship  between 
tenants  and  the  Council. 

It  is  very  easy  in  social  work  to  overlap  with  other  social 
work  agencies  and  so  to  avoid  thi3  the  housing  staff  act  as  liaison 
with  these  departments.  In  particular  special  mention  must  be  made 
of  the  excellent  relationship  with  the  County  Welfare  Department  and 
the  Childrens  Department  as  well  as  the  Probation  Service  and  Hospital 
Social  Workers.  In  addition  there  are  many  others  both  statutory 
and  voluntary  particularly  the  N.S.P.C.C.  And  W.R.V.S. 
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CENTRAL  HEATING-  FOR  THE  ELDERLY. 


The  fitting  of  installations  in  100  bungalows  has  now 
been  completed  and  it  is  hoped  a further  114  will  be  installed 
by  next  winter.  This  will  mean  all  the  special  accommodation 
for  the  aged  in  all  275  units  will  be  centrally  heated,  as  well 
as  having  wardens  service  and  community  facilities 0 

The  inability  of  a great  many  old  people  to  provide 
themselves  with  adequate  heating  has  been  known  for  a long 
time.  Anyone  who  visits  many  of  their  homes  will  be  only 
tooarare  of  tiny  fires  or  even  no  fire  at  all  in  the  middle 
of  winter,  of  it  actually  being  colder  Inside  a bungalow  than 
outside  and  cf  the  very  serious  risk  to  health  from  living  in 
these  conditions. 

When  many  tenants  are  asked  "isnt't  it  cold  today”  some 
of  the  common  answers  are  " I was  late  getting  up”  or  ”1  am  going 
out  so  I haven't  bothered  about  a fire,”  but  another  visit  a 
few  hours  later  will  still  find  them  without  a fire  or  maybe 
sitting  in  front  cf  tne  gas  cooker  trying  to  get  warm. 

In  approaching  this  problem  the  first  move  was  to  make 
certain  tenants  could  afford  this  form  of  heating  and  here  the 
Ministry  of  Social  Security  was  very  helpful  in  agreeing  to 
provide  an  additional  allowance  for  heating  as  well  as  the  small 
increase  in  rent  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  actual  installation. 

Not  all  elderly  tenants  receive  a Social  Security  Allowance 
their  incomes  being  above  this  level  so  apart  from  meeting  tenants 
as  a group  they  are  all  visited  in  their  own  homes  to  discuss  all 
aspects  of  the  installation. 

The  present  arrangement  is  that  a generous  figure  of  running 
costs  is  agreed  and  this  the  tenant  pays  weekly  as  part  of  their 
rent.  They  receive  a quarterly  statement  showing  consumption  and 
what  they  have  paid  and  at  the  end  of  four  quarters  they  can  be 
given  a refund  or  pay  the  difference  between  the  calculated  running 
cost  figure  and  what  fuel  they  have  used. 

The  installation  is  infinitely  variable  operating  from  a 
single  gas  fire  plus  three  radiators  and  completely  under  the 
control  of  the  tenant. 

The  main  protGem  was  overcoming  the  tenants  fears  of  something 
they  didn't  understand  and  their  anxiety  that  the  actual  installation 
would  cause  undue  disturbance.  Once  it  was  working  it  was  well 
received  and  there  have  been  no  complaints.

13. . ENVIRONMEITOAL  HEALTH 

(a)  General 

The  scope  of  this  includes  visits  and  inspections  in  relation 
to  the  work  described  under  all  the  various  sections  which  follow, 
but  in  particular,  work  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  including  nuisances.  Housing  Acts  and  the  Offices,  Shops  & 
Railway  Premises  Act. 

During  the  year  119  complaints  were  received.  This  was  an 
increase  on  the  previous  two  years.  The  various  matters  were 
investigated  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken  in  those  cases 
with  which  the  Council  had  power  to  act. 

In  the  course  of  this  work  2A  nuisances  were  abated.  Drains 
at  5 premises  were  cleared.  In  one  instance,  whilst  clearing  a 
drain  in  default  of  the  owner  after  service  of  a Statutory  Notice 
under  Sec.  39  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  an  obstruction  was 
found  in  the  old  fashioned  buchan  trap,  which  necessitated  its 
removeal,  together  with  a broken  pipe.  Following  this  the  drain 
was  repaired.  Four  other  ca.ses  involved  the  clearing  of  choked 
drains.  One  drain  was  required  to  be  relaid. 


It  was  necessary  to  arrange  for  3 private  sewers  to  oe  cleared 
and  for  the  Surveyor’ s Department  to  clear  a public  sewer. 

Amongst  other  matters  dealt  with  were  the  following;  a leaking 
soil  pipe  repaired;  two  V/.C.  flushing  cisterns  repaired;  sink  waste 
pipe  renewed  and  a roof  repaired.  With  regard  to  the  last  two  items 
it  was  necessary  to  serve  Statutory  Notices  under  Secs.  39  and  93 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  before  the  repairs  were  effected. 

In  two  instances,  upon  request,  accumulations  of  rubbish  were 
removed  from  the  yards  of  houses. 

This  year  6 complaints  of  alleged  noise  nuisance  were  received, 
this  was  an  increase  of  2 compared  ’with  last  year. 


As  a result  of  investigating  these  cases  there  was  insufficient 
evidence  to  substantiate  a stautory  nuisance  in  ary  of  the  circumstances 
mentioned.  The  complaints  related  to:  noise  from  records;  banging  in 
a workshop;  whining  of  power  tools;  practising  of  drums;  a whining 
sound  and  noise  from  motor  cycles. 


During  the  year  the  Council  made  7 Closing  Orders  under  Sec.  17 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1937.  One  Closing  Order  under  Sec.  18  of  the 
Act,  A Demolition  Orders  under  Sec.  17  of  the  Act  and  accepted 
2 Undertakings  under  the  Act. 


At  two  properties  the  necessary  repairs  to  make  them  fit  were 
carried  out  and  therefore  one  Closing  Order  was  revoked  and  one 
Undertaking  cancelled. 

As  a result  of  informed  action  by  the  Department,  a further 
lUj.  houses  were  repaired  to  a satisfactory  standard.  The  repairs 
included  roofs,  walls,  floors,  ceilings,  sashcords,  sink  waste 
pipe,  drains  and  water  pipes. 


(i)  Standard  G-rants 


Standard  G-rants  are  available  to  provide  eligible  dwellings 
with  the  Standard  Amenities  set  out  below* 

the  year  23  applications  were  approvedj  13  in  respect 
of  owner/occupied  dwellings  and  8 for  tenanted  dwellings. 

Work  was  completed  in  20  instances,  and  grants  totalling 
£2,704  were  paid,  an  average  of  £133  per  dwelling. 

The  Standard  Amenities  provided  were: 

Fixed  bath  in  a bathroom  17*  Inside  W. Cc  14 

Wash  hand  basin  20  Ventilated  foods tore  10 

Hot  water  supply  20 

* The  bathroom  was  provided  by  the  building  of  an  extension 
in  5 cases. 


The  Council  has  power  to  make  grants  for; 

v / 

(a)  the  improvement  of  sub-standard  or  inadequate 
dwellings,  and 

(b)  the  provision  of  dwellings  by  conversion. 

the  year  3 applications  for  improvement  were  approved, 
and  work  was  completed  in  2 instances.  Grant  of  £400  was  paid 
in  each  case,  the . present  maximum,  and  related  to  the  rebuilding 
of  sub -standard  kitchens,  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  and  power 
points  for  heating. 

To  be  eligible  for  grant,  a dwelling  must  be  made  to  comply  with 
the  Minister's  12  points,  which  are  designed  to  achieve  a good 
standard  of  accommodation  in  the  improved  house. 

(iii)  Survey 

In  order  to  determine  which  houses  were  in  need  of  improvement 
and  to  encourage  owners  and  tenants  to  take  advantage  of  the 
grants  available,  tne  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  has 
carried  out  a survey  of  some  180  houses. 

1Z*-°  DISINFECTION  AMD  DISINFESTATION 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  employees  willing 
to  undertake  treatment  of  premises  for  fleas  and  bed  bugs,  the  Council, 
earUy  in  theyear,  approved  the  lotting  of  a contract  to  a specialist 
peot^control  firm  to  carry  out  on  behalf  of  the  Council  any  necessary 
treatment  of  premises  infested  with  fleas,  bugs,  cockroaches  and  the 
destruction  of  wasp  nests. 

I have  to  report  that  this  system  has  worked  very  satisfactorily. 

During  the  year  this  firm  carried  out  disinfestation  treatments 
as  follows: 

1 house  for  cockroaches 
1 caravan  for  fleas 

3 houses  for  fleas  (3  of  which  were  Council  houses) 

31  wasp  nests  destroyed  (9  of  which  were  in  Council  houses) 
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15 . CAMPING-  AND  CARAVAHIIING-

(b)  Higher  Orcombe 

Fields  at  Higher  Orcombe  bearing  the  Ordnance  Survey  numbers: 

500,  502,  504,  506  and  507. 

Area  = 24.7  acres.  Licensed  for  82  trailer  caravans  of  a 

type  approved  by  the  Council,  which  represents  a density  of 
3 moveable  dwellings  to  the  acre. 

(o)  Orcombe  Heights 

Fields  at  Orcombe  Heights  bearing  the  Ordnance  Survey  numbers: 

499  and  503. 

Area  = 22.3  acres.  Licensed  for  50  tents  or  trailer  caravans 

of  a type  approved  by  the  Council,  which  represents  a density 
of  2 moveable  dwellings  to  the  acre. 

(d)  Camping  Census 

At  the  request  of  the  Devon  County  Planning  Authority,  the 
annual  Camping  Census  was  taken  during  the  first  week  of  August.  • 

(e)  Camping  at  Unlicensed  Sites 

(i)  Prattshayes  Farm 

This  site  is  still  the  only  camping  site  for  tents  in  the 
district  and  as  it  is  open  for  only  the  peak  holiday  weeks,  it 
does  not  come  within  the  licensing  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.  Consequently  by  agreement  with  the  Planning 
Authority,  the  number  of  tents  is  restricted  to  32,  and  it  is 
evident  that  many  campers  have  to  pass  on  elsewhere  in  view  of 
the  lack  of  sites  for  tents.  Conditions  at  this  site  were 
satisfactory. 

(ii)  Scattered  Sites 

This  year  there  were  four  organised  tented  camps,  which 
took  place  during  August  in  two  fields  by  Uestdown  Lane, 

Littleham,  and  one  organised  camp  at  Y/oodlands  Farm,  Castle 
Lane,  Littleham.  All  were  operated  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

(iii)  Unauthorised  Caravan  Site 

Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  a caravan,  was  observed 
to  be  occupied  and  placed  in  a field  at  Dennesdene  Farm,  Marley 
Road.  Since  no  site  licence  is  in  force,  this  was  an  unauthorised 
caravan  and  subsequently  legal  procedings  were  taken  against  the 
owner  of  the  land  for  permitting  this  use.  The  Council  secured 
a successful  conviction  and  the  caravan  was  removed. 

During  the  year  30  visits  were  made  to  the  permanent  holiday 
sites,  v/hilst  24  visits  v/ere  made  in  connection  with  temporary 
camping.

(c)  Food  Re taller s 

During  the  course  of  the  year  108  visits  were  made  to  butchers 
shops,  fish  shops,  fried  fish  shops,  bakers  shops,  greengrocers 
and  grocers  shops. 

Whilst  engaged  in  routine  inspection,  the  following  matters 
were  dealt  with.  In  butchers  shops,  1 chopping  block  replaced, 
three  preparation  rooms  were  redecorated  and  two  refrigerators 
cleansed.  The  floor  was  repaired  in  a wet  fish  shop,  whilst  at 
a fried  fish  shop  a new  frying  range  was  provided  and  the  dining 
room  redecorated  and  the  floor  renewed  with  FVC  vinyl  tiles.  With 
regard  to  grocers  shops,  in  two  instances  the  shops  have  been 
redecorated.  On  request  in  a new  Council  owned  shop,  opening 
windows  were  provided.  In  connection  with  a bakers  shop,  the  rear 
store  room  has  been  redecorated. 

(d)  Bakehouses 

All  seven  bakehouses  in  the  district  are  operated  by  mechanical 
power  and  of  these,  six  are  classed  as  factories,  since  more  than 
one  person  is  employed  in  them.  Satisfactory  conditions  were  found 
at  these  premises. 

(e)  Catering  Establishments 

Attention  was  required  to  the  state  of  decoration  at  three 
premises,  where  the  dry  goods  store,  general  store,  kitchen  and 
dining  room  were  all  completely  redecorated.  In  another  case  the 
preparation  room  walls  were  repaired,  the  room  redecorated,  kitchen 
floor  partly  renewed  and  walls  repaired,  and  water  heater  repaired. 

The  general  standard  attained  in  these  premises  was  good. 

(f ) Hotels.  Guest  Houses  and  Nursing  Homes 

During  the  course  of  routine  inspection,  it  was  found  at 
one  premises  that  tv7o  ro  ;ms  off  a kitchem  were  being  used  as  bedrooms 
and  this  use  was  immediately  discontinued.  At  one  premises  the 
kitchen  floor  was  renewed  and  impervious  sufaces  provided  to  the 
work  tables,  whilst  in  another  instance  the  kitchen  walls  were  tiled 
and  the  ceiling  redecorated. 

Despite  the  use  of  seasonal  staff  it  was  found  that  the  general 
standard  of  hygiene  remained  good,  no  doubt  as  a result  of  the 
do-operation  of  all  concerned  with  the  operation  of  the  establishments 

(g)  Public  Houses 

Satisfactory  conditions  continued  at  these  places  as  a result 
of  inspections. 

(h)  Food  Hygiene  (G-eneral)  Regulations.  I960 

The  number  and  type  of  food  promises  to  which  these  Regulations 
apply  are  given  in  the  table  overleaf,  which  also  indicates  certain 
information  requested  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

It  will  be  noted  that  these  Regulations  apply  to  all  the  above 
types  of  food  premises,  which  are  also  mentioned  in  the  following 
table.  The  requirements  of  the  Regulations  were  checked  with  the 
conditions  existing  at  the  premises  during  routine  visits.  The  items 
dealt  with  have  been  included  in  their  respective  headings  above.
